Richmond, Madison county, K en­ 
tucky where Odon was born

1825. 
His 
mother, 
Emily Gordon, was a English d e ­ 
scent and a mere of Chief Justice 
John Boyle of Kentucky. 
When Odon was four years of 
age. his parents moved to Colum­ 
bia, Missouri, which was to 
be 
Ins home for the iest of his life 
Hen*, when about sixteen, he e n ­ 
tered the first c - ion of the Uni­ 
versity of Missouri from which he

he returned to Columbia to enter 
the law office of his uncle, John 
B. Gordon, but did 
not

long as the next year, again call­ 
ed by the spirit of adventure, he 
left Columbia to take part in the 
California gold rush of 1850. 
Returning to Columbia in 1851, 
Guitar resumed the 
practice 
of 
law in which profession he made 
a brilliant record, especially as a 
criminal lawyer, in a legal career

In 1860, he was the Whig

A Whig of free soil proclivities, 
Guitar as the Civil War approach­ 
ed displayed strong Unionist sym­ 
pathies.

of ttie largest political rallies ever 
held in Boone county to consider

Confederacy 
and 
pledging the meeting in the event 
of war, to stand by and cooperate

age, he cast the only 
dissenting 
votes at the meeting against

adoption of the resolutions. 
Following the outbreak of

war. Governor Gamble
